TOE EXEMPTION OF CHURCHES, 


Prom the Hamullloe Ties. 

There sro,and always will be differences 
of opinion upon the propriety of taxing 
ebureh property. On the sopposition that 
all people are Church-goers, it makes no 
difference to any man whether he oontri- 
butes to the church fand a sum cf money 
which Is afterwards banded to the city 
treasury asa tax onthe oburch, or pays 
grealor tax apon his own property in or- 
der that the charch may be cxempt. Ass 
fact, some men who own property 
do not go to ebureb nor contribute 
anything to church fonds. The ex- 
emption system virtonlly taxes them 
for the maintenance of an institu: 
tion they do not patronize, Itis claimed 
io rebuttal that the churehos exert a moral 
influence which diminishes orlme and 
raises the value of property, and that tho 
noo-ebureb golnog property owner is thas 
paid for his involantary contributions. 
Believers in the yoluntary prinelple of 
ebureh maintenance, and in the abgolate

LOSS OF A SCID NER AND THRER LIVES ON Tire | 
NEW BRUNSWICK COAST. 


A Chatham N.B. despatch mys that the 
three masted schooner Viligant, Capt. Chase, 
from Bathurst for Boston with a cargo of lath, 
wre driven on shore in a snow storm on Wed- 
oceJay teat at Tabucintes Beach. The anchors 
failed to bold her and she dragged on to the 
breakers Capt, Oy se took bie men forward 


when the vessel movifested a disposition to 
turn bottom up, aed when she upset about 


dark the hands leaped npon the forward bouse, 
which had been washed off, As the weight of 
the men sank it deeply the captain #wam back 
to the wreck, but waa ‘carried under, and his 
won, 17 years of age, in trying to rescue his 
father, was drowned Capt. Chase managed 
to bold ob to a part of the wreck, Two of the 
men joined him, and the night was passed 
by the shipwrecked men clinging to the 
wreckage. Daniel MeKendy, of Douglastown, 
N. B,, died about sunrise from cold and ex- 
haustion. At daybreak all shouted for help,as 
they saw three men on the beach piling up 
laths that had wasked ashore near the light- 
house. The men tock no notice,qoing on with 
their work. Finally two others appeared from 
a lobater factory a mile away, these got a canoe 
from the factory and rescued the shipwrecked 
men. The three lath pilers on the beach helped 
to hau! the canoe ashore and then asked to be 
paid fue so doing, These men are said to have 
had a good boat and could have saved the 
shipwrecked men had they so desired. The 
rescued men are all more or less injured. one 
being almost helplers. Three men aro lost, 
viz.. the colored cook and the two above 
mentioned.

mrnts cf Jey Eye See at Providence, Rt 
on Ang.

Itwould not be 
surprising i! Lhe record was, again lowered 
by one of these mort famous horses before 
tho season closes, Trotting a mile in two 
minutes and ten seconds bas already

TESTING THEIR PRRLIXOS. 

Mr. Ayleworth moved, seconded by Mr, 
Onskey that the two representatives, 
Mevarr. McGowan and Clare, from Hang- 
erford, be permitted to take their eeat in 
the conncil. He said they did not live 
within miles of the small-pox district but 
bo believed thero was an nnossiness inthe 
city and among tho conoeillors at the 
presence of these gentlemen. 

Mr. O'Piyon said that he had boerd that 
the epidemic was in Tweed ; !{ that was 
80 it would be well to consider this resola- 
tion carefully, He said he was told last 
night that eleven doiths occared in Btoco 
Satar!>c, showing that the diseaso must 
of « very violent type.

VACCINATION ADVISABLE, 

In anawer to Mr. Hanly the Warden 
advised him to pass a by-law in Tyendin- 
aga compelling vaccination, and prevent- 
ing any communication whatevor with the 
infected district. He enid Rev. Mar. 
Farrelly had sageosted vaccivation and he 
thought the advice should be beeded.

The Warden—Well L'il tell you. A fow 
days ago # traveller came into Stoco from 
Tamworth, vot knowing that thee was 
emall pox there. Asaoon as he wae aware 
of the oxistence of the sconrge be atiempt- 
ed to leave but was provented,Tho railways 
tofused to carry him ont, but be gota 
horse and baggy and drove to Stirling, I 
saw him and told him to get Lome as soon 
as posible. Itis in thie way that the 
disease spreads, and one cannot tell where 
he is exposed to it. L remember when 
there was rmall pox in Rawdon Ove years 
agothero were seven deaths. The stages 
communication cut 
off, bateven then the disease got withia 
tix miles of Sterling. In my experience I 
have found that deaths occor from emall 
pox more from neglect than from tho 
disease iteolf. The disease ts eo loathsome 
that often poor people die for the want of 
proper nursing. 

Tho Doctor's modesty forbid him mak- 
ing any charge for his advice on this sub- 
ject, Sut bis remarks were timely and t! 
his advice was acted upon there would not 
be ao mach danger of tho disease sproad-
